ding generations must \nr/.it nmre and more highly as time ad- 
vances and tlu'v become tinued with the charm which ever casts 
a glamour over the most trivial scenos ami iiu'idents of days Inn^: 
gone* by. 

I am sure no om» will read them without experiencing a feeling 
of regret that thev were not extemled so as to have included im- 
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presiiions of inaiiy otlior well known cliaraclers with whom slir 
was more or less assoeialetl. 

Mrs. Walker's voutlifnl ilavs ami earlv mari'ied life weresijenl 
in an atmosphere pos.sessin^ peculiar charms for persons of cul- 
ture. In addition to Ihis, she lived in ajid throu«ih a period when 
our country was in Hie full progress of developnuMit: when the 
old spirit of chivalry had jiol ceuseil to J)e a rnliu'r feature in 
social intercourse and when edm-ationand refinement, j'ather than 
wealth, were the passports tocullivated circles. She thus enjoyed 
opportuiiilies for conveying |)en photo.ura[)hs of [leople as they 
appeared to her. which would have heen valuahle conlrihutions 
to the social hislorvofthe linu'S. Limile<l as her reminiscences 
are. they, however, possess no little interest and will he read with 
pleasure, not onlv hv her innnediate familv. hut hv mutual friends 
of those to whom she s[)ecially alludes. 

Many additions have hoen made lo Mrs. Walker's record of the 
familv. bv including.' contejiiporarv ucneralions of collateral bran- 
dies, havinjj: equal claim to descent from the parent stem. In the 
completion of this extended <ienealo;i:y.

The hrierivi-oril ^Mvon in Mr^. Walker's journal of her family and 
eunneclions. refer ehieflv to the American branch, and dale from 
the arrival i)f the lirsl of them in that ronntrv. ahont 17:^0. lo the 
present time. 

From the fads therein given, together with additiojuil dala 
obtained by subsecinent inveslij^alions, it will be seen that both 
upon her father s as well as mothers side. Mrs. NValker was descen- 
ded from ancestors who enjoyed and maintained a hijfh social 
distinction in the communitv and conntrv in which thev lived. 

Her maiden name was Brecae, clearlv indicating that her familv 
was of Welsh extraction, the name bein^ a corruption of the ori- 
v:inal Ap-llhys. 

Ann)ng the principal works on the subject of Heraldry which

Durin;: a lour ol* the (lalhedral towns ol* England, a grandson of 
Mrs. Walkei' canu' across an idd lond) in Worcester Cathedral (ap- 
parently i»r (Jneen Klizabeth's lime) which connnemorated « the 
virtues ol* - - Ap-llhys. lisijuire. • The tomb was adorned with his 
arm.s. and pnnninenl among the devices, was the familiar Boar's 
head. pn)ving him lu be one of the ancestors of the family. 

The lirsl of the familv who settled in America was Sidnev 
Breese. the great ^n*andfalhiu* of Mrs. AValker. He was born in 
Shrewsbury. Kngland. in 1709. his father being Rector of the 
parisli. ami his mother. Miss Sidney, of whom mention is made 
hereafter. From his y«mth. he warmly espoused the cause of the 
Stuarts in the Jacobite rebellion, and became an ardent sympa- 
thizer with the elder, as well as younger. Pretender in their elTorts 
to .secure Ihe succession, lie was afterwards appointed Purser in 
llie British Xavy and whilst in the service was stHlioned principally 
at, or near New York. There is documentary proof that he held 
this position in the British Xavv for at least twentv vears: there 
iM'ing in Albanv. a hdti'r of (lov. De Lancev. dated Mav 17. 17.') V. 
addressiMl to hint as « Purser of II. M. S. Centaur. • He subse- 
•pienlly .sollled in .\i»w York and in ISO.J was made Master of 
that port. In that lity he iMM-ame very soon the popular centre of 
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tt most ronjiiMiial liiTk'. « lli» was Jioteil fur his genial dispnsitiuii 
and lins|)ilality. as welt as liis iiuisical tastosaiid voire. ^ ami was 
recu;(Mi'/('cl as * a person ol'^^real inte;zrily anil lionesly. •

from a Welsh fanuk. the inesenl head of which is a wealthy l>a- 
ronet of Wales. He was one of the w itiiest. nmst ecceidric, as well 
as, iuje of the handsonu'st nuMi of his lime. - • » • 

« lie was extrenudv social in his tastes and was mdetl IVn* his 
irood dinners, al which he alwa>s san«£ son^s ami tuld stories 
with jrreat s|)iril. never faitinji to ca|)livale his ^nu'sls. • 

For these ipnilities he was nnich courted hy « the jrreal and 
^ay British «>llicers wilh whom lo' prim-i|ially assiuialed. He 
lived to see the inconveni(Mu:e t»f snch popidarily ln»wever. and 
would not permit his oidy child to cultivate his taleid fui* sin- 
\i\\\\;. as Ihat had heen his special lasle ami fritd. < He was a ^f- 
ntM'ous liver, fond of a jiood jrlass of wine and seid lo Knizhunl f»»r 
his liuttles. called -Ma«rnnms. of which there an» manv at this tiate 
in excellent preservalinti. wilh " Sidney lireivsf. l7l>o j stamped 
in the jrlass. 

His well known upri;ihlness of character was snch as to secure 
him the respect and coididence of all with whom he had personal 
or husiness relaUons. and to hi» • as honest as Sidney Hreese -. he- 
came a pojndar hyword. No stmn^er evidence of In's \\i\i:\\ st*\\>i' 
of honor can he jjciven. than is alVorded in the well pivserved re- 
cord which relates, that "havinu heen at one linu* unsuccessful in 
business, his creditors coniiu'omised w ith him and insisted u|)on 
his coidimnn*;. He yielded to their wishes ami afler Ihe lapse of 
a few years, •;rave a nliuner party, invilin^r all Ihose to whom 
he was indehted, and as each ^Miest turned his plate. In* found 
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heiioalli a cheque tor the full uniouiit due hiiu. with acerued in- 
terest to (late! » This aji:roeal)le surprise resulted in a most am- 
vivial. jolly dinner, and was often spoken of in terms of the grea- 
test enthusiiisni, by those who survived him. 

Ilavin^r fonixht a duel with an «»(licer of the British Army, he 
received a hall in his alxlomen which he carried to his dyin^" 
dav. Sidnev Hreese nuirried Fehruarv 17. [l.Ul, Kli/aheth, 
dau^^hter i»f Captain Pinkelhinan. t)f the British Army, then de- 
cease<l. She was liorn in New York in 1710. and died OctohcM* I'l-. 
17711. Jler nndher. Klizaheth Pijdu'lhman. was a daughter of Kli- 
zabeth Camden, and about the year 1700. fancying herself perse- 
cuted bv her familv. left Enuland secretiv, on l)oard a juerchanl 
vessel bound for New York. Whether this unusual action was 
due to religious or [lolitical causes, is unknown. After the death 
of Captain IMjdcetlnnan. his wi(h)W nuirried Dr. llichard Ascoui-h. 
Surgeon in British Armv. and had a dauuhter Sarah, who nuirried 
Col. William Malcolm. V. S. Armv. Dr. Ascough was a direct 
descendant of the courageous martyr. Ann Askew or Ascough. 
who. according to the account in the Kucydopedia 'Uritannica. 
« was one of the sulTerers for Proleslant oi)ijiions at the dawn of 
the refornnilimi. Having embraci'il the views of the lleformers. she 
was turned out of dom's by her husband, a genlleinan of Lincoln- 
shire and a zoalous lioman Catholic. She went to London to sue 
for a separation, but was arrested on a charge of heresy: was exa- 
mined by the Hishop of Lomlon ami others, on the (ha-trine of 
transubstantiation. the truth of which she denied, and. after 
torture on the j-ack. she was burneil at the slake in Smithlichl. 
Julv It;. i:iU». - 

By an earlier marriage*. Dr. Asctuigh had a daughter Aun. who 
married J(»shua Sands, of ]iro»)klvn. Aft(»r Dr. AscouglTs death his 
widow married, thirdly, John Carpender, Hie grandfather of 
Mrs. Walker. 

Mrs. Sidn(\v Breese possessed great natural abiliti(»s. untiring 
energv. and unusinil business capacitv. After the death of her 
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liiistmiid. siie hinicd lirr aUontioii to business iiiatlcrs aud l)oeain4' 
a merehant and importer. SJie owned ronsiileral)le pn^perly in 
Xew York, anil is described as « a woman of jrreat ener^iv and 
seir reliance, a very decided Whi^r. a warm snppoj'ter ot* this cuiin- 
Irv and its institntions. was b)ved and beloveil bv. Wasb'ni'ilun. 
(whom sbe tlionir^lit abiiost superhuman i and humed her nnmey 
freely to aid the ^reat cause in which he was en«ra«red. Ilavinji' 
acceided colonial cnrrencv as secnritv. she lost nh>nev. but liej- 
descemlants have reaped the benefits ol* her patriotism, in Ihe 
possession of a j^ood (Government." She was a persmi of slnni^ 
reli;;:ious proilivilies. as nniy be seen IVom the following!* charar- 
lerislic letter, addressed to ht»r son Samuel, dated Ximv Voj-k. 
Sej). n. 17(»7. « Our j^ood friend y[v<>. Livinjiston. fidlowed her 
dauirhter Xancv that dav lour weeks, and her brolher. .John Pm- 
vost. two davs before, the nei'rhbm's not knowinj; of each i)lher*s 
illness. Their lives were verv diHerent. so wen* their d(»alhs: she. 
in full assurance t»f faith. Iriinnphin;»- over \\w world, (he IhNJi 
ami the devil, bearing: faithful lestin»ony to .lesus. and with enoujih 
reality of reli^rion U\ convince the jxreatest inlidel. (Mi ! Sammy! 
how did my soul Ioiijj: to b(» in ln»r soul's [dace! May (lud enabb* 
us to bear, liviiit? and dvinL^ a noble tostimonv to His jrrari*. — 
Her bhvssed cons(n*l is all hurnilitv and resijjmation. Stirrv am 
I that \ did not write ilown all that fell from Ikm- lips, which I coiihl 
have done, b^in^' most of the time with her. Such patienre. cou- 
raj^e, resolution, self-denial in the midst of trial. I never beheld 
in all my life!

that when we have .served our jreneration accoi*din;i to His will.

This is of hrown free stone and was so snnluMi in the earth and 
the h'lters so ille;rii)h'. tlint a h*w years since Mrs. Walker, aided 
hy her nejdiew. William Lawrence Ureese. had the whole reset, 
the letters cnl deeper and the jrrave pnt in excidlent order. 

The mother ol'Sidnrv IJreese. Miss Sidnev. was a cousin of Sir 
Walkin Williams Wynn of Wales whose ilescendant. the pri»senl 
Sir Walkin Williams, is a memher of Parliament an<l the wealt- 
hiest and most inilnenlial landholder in that cunnlrv. 

.\ cnrions verili<alion ol* the fannly traditi«ms respecting the 
relationship of the Wvmi familv lo the Urecses. is lound in the 
arms oj* the Wynns of Dndleslon. ilonnty Salop. Shropshire, 
that hein^^ the connly wherein Shrewshnry is siluattMl. with 
which town, (me at least of Mrs. Walkers ancestors is associated. 
The arms of this hraiudi of the Wynn lankily are. •'Arjrenl. a lion 
rampant, sahle. (Irest. a Uoar's hea<l. gnles-. coupetl nr. - The 
sinularily is r^Oi^w to he qnite strikin.u. Sir Watkin Williams Wynn 
of • Winnslay - hears quite dilTerenl arms.

At 
her reqnrst. her favorite mare and pet ilojis were hnried in tlie 
same jrrave at herside. « SlierejrnUirly Inok ont ashoDlinjrIieensc, 
and was esteemeil the j^rrealesl shot the eounlry rounil. » There 
is a silver waiter Jjearinji an en«»raved hm'se. which she adoj>led 
as her crest, with tlie initials •' .M. 15. « inherited l»v the* Morse 
family ltn'on«ih Klizahelh Ui-ecse. danL^liler of Sanuiel l>reese ajnl 
Rehecca Tin lev.

lie was a lawyer hy |)rolVssit>n : ^yas appc^inted District .Indjre 
ofMmnnonlh (lonntv. and dnrinu the war of Independence, was 
a Colonel in the Continental army. 

Owin|;:t«»the e.N posed |)osiiion of his adopleil town, his residenci* 
was snhjecteil to frcqiuMit raids hy the IJritish troops. Krom the 
« Diary of the Revolution - hy Kraid^ Mom-e. I (|in)le the folio- 
Avinjj; extract. • The r>ritish troops overran that part uf the 
country where Cohmel IJreese resided, plunderin;; and hnrnin*; 
barns, etc.. and even entered his house, rohhinj; him of his nu)- 
ney and nhjsl of his silver i)late. - 

Amonjist the jiortraits in the possession of Mrs. Walker, was 
one of Samuel Hreese. painted hy lUackhurn. the Knglish artist, 
which, in his crimsim velvet coat, lace ruflles ami powdered hair, 
showed him lo he a Juan of comnnindin*^^ presence*. 

Unlnrlunately this portrait, with several others to which alln- 
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sion will 1)0 iiiaiU'. all runnini; a most vahiahic collection of a li(V 
tinio, Avas swopl away in tho ilisaslnms lire at .Minell's runiiliin* 
store liouse in New- York, in ISSI ! 

Samuel Breese was twice marricnl. His lirst wile was llehecca 
Finley. daiigliler of Rev. Samuel Finley, Presidenl uf Princeton 
Colle^ie. New Jersi'v. to whom lie was nuirried Xov. 4. 1705. She 
was born mav 17. 17'iS. anil ilieil in Xesv-Vork. January il. I7t)7, 
ajred IS years. • She was a ilnlirul child, handsome, a fond wife 
anil mother, eminent lor loveliness of person and amiability ol* 
disposition, ami nunh admired by Ihe Uritish oilicers and nobi- 
lity who. in those (Colonial times, were rn»(|ueiit visitor.s. -» 

She left one child, Klizabelh Ann. born in Xew-Vork. Se[)- 
tember :2ih I7()(). who married. Mav 1 't. 1780. Hev. Dr. .ledediah 
Morse, of Charlestowji. Mass, a dislinj^uished clergyman and 
scholar: S. T. I), ol' the L'niversity of Kdinbnrji". and the author 
ofa (Ja/etleer and of the lirsl deo^'raphy |)ublished in Amei'ica. 
Thev were Ihe parents ot* Sidnev Kdwards and IWchai'd Carv, 
Moj'se. i)roprietors and publishers ot the Xew-York Observer, one 
tit' the first relijiious papers established in our country : and also 

of the celebrated Professor Samuel t^'inlev Rrcese M«>rse. one of

Ihe founders and lirst jiresident, of the Xational AcaihMiiy ol 
Design. Xew-Vork. and inventor of the electric tele|i:ra[di. (sei* 
perst)nal reininisccnct»s). 

Samuel Ureese married. :2d. Januarv 7. 17()S. Elizabeth, dauj^h- 
ter of fiarland Anderson and Jane (Ihevalier. The former was a 
stui of Uev. James Anderson, who was born in Scidland. Xovein- 
ber 17. 1()7S. emi^irateil to .\merica in 1701), settled in Virgi- 
nia, and removed to Xew Castle. J)»daware. where. February .*>. 
1 71 -J. he marrieil Suit (larland. in 1717, he was translorred. or 
lt> use his own words copied \wm his old family bible. |n*iiiled in 
t70S. « transjiorted to Xew-Vork. and went there with my family 
\\w yv'iW ftdb'win.ir. » and was the lirsl Presbyterian cler|i:yman 
established in that cilv. Ih» died in Xew Doiieiial, Penii. Julv It). 
17iU. His funeral sei'inon was preaclu'd by liev. Dr. llo;reis. of 
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New-York, wlm alUu* allmliiig to his emiiUMil piely and lo liis 
havintr bcoii a most t'aitht'ul luinislor ot'tlio Lord, added « and the 
iiio;j| polite and tonrlly man I ever knew. » His wife prederea- 
sod liini tbnr vears. Dec. iT.iii. and as the iiihle record slatt's. 
« died stnhleniv. without warning, and was but three niouients 
IVoni her knees in prayer and then was in eternity. » 

Their sun (jarhnid. the I'alher ul* Mrs. Samuel l>reese. was horn 
in Xew-Vork. Tehruarv i:\. 17 1. S. and nuirried Mav (». 17 ID. Jane 
Chevalier, of Philadelphia, and whilst in pursuit of health, died al 
sea. His Avidow married. :^d. Captain Joseph Arthur and had one 
ilaiighter. Ahijrail. horn I75i. The Chevaliers helonged to a 
Hu«ruenot Tamily and lied from France to KujilamI after I he revo- 
cation ol* the Edict of Xantes in 1085. where the grandlather n[ 
Mrs. lireese. John Cheviilier. married and settled, and towards 
the clo.se ol* the 17 th. century, sailed for Philadelphia, leavin^^ 
one ilaujihter uidv in llie old count rv. She married an Irish 
Haronet named Citloii;:. and had two sons, svho upon returninir 
from a visit to their grandfather in America, were lost at sea. 

Mrs. Samuel Kreese. Kli/aheth Anderson, was horn in Phila- 
delphia. Decemher :U. I7W. « Sht was quite remarkahle for her 
ele^Miice and relinement of manner, as well as for her piety, and 
Ihrouixhoul her life was eminently religions. * Shewas a devoted 
memher of the Cluirch of Kn^land. hut hap[)enin<;' to hear the 
celebrated WhilJield [UTacli in the old Wall street church, she 
soon became an earnest convert. There is an interesting little 
incident connected with her becoming a « dissenter. - The buil- 
ding bring crowd(»d. Whitliidd beckoned her to come into the 
pulpit. She sealed lu»rself oii the steps leadiiM/ (hereto, and his 
senium nnule an impression on her which was no\Tr etVacod. She 
sperit three weeks inthe family of William Tennejit. in Momnouth, 
to enjoy the benefit of his prayers and conversation and somi 
after, united with Dr. Iioger's church.

In pursuit ol* 
this taste, he spent the years ol* liS()ii-70. with his family in Eu- 
rope, visitin;.' the famous gallenes and art ti'easiuTS of the ohl 
world and familiarizing himself with the works of the great mas- 
ters; and later, upon the ap|)uintment of his son-in-law to Ihi? 
Consulship in Cemna. he was imiuced to rerross the Atlantic and 
reside in that city and Dresden, hi the latter of which he spent 
many lia|>py hours in studyijig the peerless Sixtinc Madonna of 
llaphael and the many other chef-d'a'uvres of thai famous col- 
Icclion. From here he made a most interesting tour through Den- 
mark. Xorwav and Sweden, ami a few nu)nlhs after his return to 
Ihe Saxon Ca]»ital. he died January 1). 1880, from a severe attack 
of pneumonia and liis remains were conveyed to his native city. 

From an (dnluary notice of him which appeared in llie Tlica 
Herald I (piole Ihe following extract, « To the |)uhlic spiril. tothe 
broad enterprise of Mr. Walker, was added a natural taste in art 
which he cherished zealously and which even in the poverty <»f 
the earlier davs of Utica. blossomed luxuriantlv. Ileiu*v T. Tuck 
eniian. we think it was. spoke of him as a village Maecenas. « He 
had the taste and lil>orality of a patron olarl. His friendship and 
encouragement were of no little value to the sculptor Pal- 
mer when, from designing stove patterns here, he ])egaii to cut 
eameosand to show the unmistakable genius which has since 
won for him fame and fortune. Art was to Mr. Walker a natural 
passion: and relinement was to liim a grace ami not an ac(piisi- 
tion: • and again, « Mr. Walkers inlUuMice will continue in L'tica. 
fur his purity of character and his (h'votion to worthy principles. 
for his enterprise and |mblic spirit, and not least for his social 
graces and the taste and relinement which he cultivated and pro- 
moted. »

handsome tribute to his character written bv his life h)ng fricntl.

She was a 
highly gifted, cultivated and e\'em[)lary woman and an ornament 
to the circle in which she nmved. « She was one of nnirketl 
character, of verv decided religious convictions ami of warm so- 
cial impulses, which drew annmd her a number of very attached 
friends, who nu)st simrerely ami truly mourned her departure and 
will tenderly cherish bei* memory. » 

She was exceedingly handsouk'. both in vouth and in later life, 
and possessed a cordiality of numner and a charm of conversa- 
tion which rendred her society at all times invilingand attractive. 
From her father she inlieriteda most genial disposition, united lo 
an intense love of hospitality, which sliedi.spensed « notgrudging- 
ly, or of necessity -. but only because she was « so disposed in 
lier heart ^. Her principal aim in life, her one absorbing ttmuKht. 
seemed lo J)e lo im[Kirt happiness to those around her. Tncons- 
cious of self, she look especial tlelighl in contributing to the plea- 
sure of others and forgi>t her own comfurts in an eager desire t(» 
gratify the wants and wishes of llmse in whom she felt even |)as- 
sing interest. She was truly an e\ce[)tiomil wonuin. eminently 
worthv of the nuinv encomiums whicli shed a lustre over her

The day after her decease, the tbllowing notice accom- 
panied the annonncement of the melancholy event, in San Fran- 
cisco. " It has seldom been onr dutv to record the death of anv

one Avho united so manv graces of mind and hoilv. or whose de- 
partnre leaves so wide a blank in the society in which she nnjved.

appallinp: shock. But a short time a^o she was among us. dischar- 
girifr her daily duties or uiet iu the social couverse of friends. 
We cannot realize that Death hath|)hu'edhis sealuponall that was 
so much prized. AVc feel indeed as if we cannot reconcile ourselvi's to 
the loss. It was quejichinjr so mucli of the bright ami beautiful, (hat 
when we look oulv to this world, avc invohuitarilv ask. where 
fore is this waste «. She was one who spread a lijihl and jrrace 
about her path, and whose comin;x was everywhere welcomeil as 
a sunbeam. Difficult indeed would it be to lind anv ouc whose 
loss would be [irealer iu the social circle. or who washer superior 
in those iutellecliuil acciuij-ements which sparkle so readily from 
the lips, and shed a briixhtm^ss over the dull nu^notony of daily 
life. Steadfast too as a frieml. she delighted to minister to the 
happiness of those for whom she cared. We mijzht speak, too. of her 
charities, so widely spread, yet so([uiet and unostentatious, that 
onlv those who knew her best an ere aware how often she caused 
the hearts of the poor to rejoice as she brijrhtened up the dark 
iiess Avhich want and penury had «rathered about them. To those 
who knew her best, it was evidenl, that duriuLC the last year her 
Christian character had been deepening, the enticements of the 
world losing niore and nn)re Iheir inlluence. and she ripening for 
that great future which non<» of us imagined she was so soon to 
meet.

riallv to ehildren of whom 1h» was loud. 

I remember his onirialing in the chnreh whirh our tamiiy at- 
tended, and how wearied we were with lisleniui^ to his long ser- 
mon, slowlv deliveretl. and with what a si'u.se of relief and de-

li};ht. we rushed out at its eonclnsion ! 

One one oeeasion. heinj: corrected hy my jnother in his pre- 
sence, for making some thou;£hlless remark, he tiu*ned to nu'ami 
in his deliberate manner (for he was WiunlerfuUy slow of speech) 
said, • mv eliild. il is a safe rule to ohserve to think before von 
npeali ; but a still safer rule is, to. take your words and lay tljem out 
upon your luuuK look at them, turn them over, look at them 
a$;ain, and if tin* senleme nu*ets your approval, wliy then, jrive 
ii utterance. 13 v oiiservin*;; this rule, mv chiUI. vou will, in aft(*r 
life, be spared much re^^ret. ■» My impulsive nature was such that 
I fear the llev. Doctor's advice was not heeded. 

lie was a learned theolo«;ian. a controversialisL a literarv man 
and the author of the (irst •reo'traphy published in America. His

The Dortui' was very genial aiul rlieory and always had ai*oni|) 
with us little folks and told us droll stories.

The last visit to uiv viinTuls of Mr. and. Mrs. .losiah Salishurv.

in niv niemorv. Mrs. Salishurv was niv lather's vt)unuest sister.

Mr. Salishurv had a lovelv i-ountenanre. was exueetlin^rlv neat 
in his dress, rather serious ami (|uiel in nuinner and I rememher 
hearinjr my nudher say. was « a rharmin^^ person •. The rhildreu 
wen* held up to us as nnulels of propriety ami hehaviiuir: so mo- 
dest. |)olile ami ohodienl. iiein^ yoiuiizer than mysell*. I was <le- 
]mtcd lo show them the ^^arden and the grounds, and told to [liik 
all the fruit we wished whieh Ihev would not even taste, without 
their mother's permission ! Tliis nuule a laslinjr impression upon 
n»e. and I womlered whether all the rhildreu in Hoston were sci 
well hrought up! 

AJKMil this time my father invited the celehraled painter Dun- 
lap to dine with us. hoping to jiersuade my mother to sit for her 
portrait. t«) whicli. however, she would nut consent. Dunlap suh 
sequenlly painted those of my hushamls parents. He was a lite- 
rary man. and puhlished a work upon « Art and Artists.- whirh 
Avas w(dl receiveil. 

In tht» vear IS:2:?. when ahout twelve vears of age, I mot Aaron 
Burr, who before his disgrjire was one of my father's personal 
friends. Though slender, short, scarcely the medium height, 
there was something in his appearance which arrested the 
attention, lie was well lormed. with a linely shaped head, a lofty 
white fin'ehead ami deliralelV rhiselled features : eves bright, ex- 
pressive .-ind pierring. whirh seemed to loid; into your very soid 
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and read your llmui^lils. His voire was iiol loud. I)ul jivnllo and 
persuasive. My luollu'r oure said, thai wlieii in his prime, his man- 
ners were Ihou^^ht l)y sonn* to he irresistihie wilh hulies. wliose 
admiration he sou«:hl io win. 

On one oreasion. (!ol IJurr was dininji: with us en tamille, no 
oth«'r jxuest l)ein^- preseid save my ehlesi hn»ther Hear Admiral 
Ureese. then a (iapluin in the I'. S. Navy, at home on a lurlon«:Ii. 

After dinner I. a ynun^* ;iirl. arose from the tahh\ leaving' the 
^^Mith'men over their wim». When on the piaz/a ready to start 
for mv walk, the cdurtlv old politician made his adieux \o mv 
parents.and in Ihe most gallant manner heirged ()ermission to escort 
me. The treidleman whom 1 afterwards mariied remend)ers seeinj^ 
me on that occasion walkin^^ with Col. iJurr who. with head 
uncovered, was bowing and hu)kin;j: at me. ami lislenin^ to luy 
childish remarks with as nnich apparent pleasure, as thou^di they 
were uttered hv one much older! 

in his intercourse with nu'ii anti with jiolijicians. CoL Hurr's 
jnanners may have been overhearin*; and otherwise ohjectionahle. 
hut wilh ladies, youn^ or old. he was ever the thorou»rh In'ed 
gentleman. He could loofi a complimeid. although at the same 
time, his lips mijj:ht he tii:htly closed! 

In IS:2i. the whole countrv was wihl with exiilenu'ut in wel- 

< a 

coming as the nalioifs jruests, the Manpiisde la Fayette and suite. 
His entire trip was marked by an universal and continuous ova- 
lion. Through every city and town the hero was accompanied l)y a 
military escort, with bands of nmsic. Ilajxsllyiujx. and llowers scat- 
tered alon^rhis path. Tpon reachin;^: my native town, (^L'tica) the 
Marquis was informed that ay:rand dau!j:lil(*r of hisiddrevolution- 
arvfrieml John Adams was residin*^ theiv. she InMiiii: \\\x\ wife of 
the banker. Alexamler. I>. Johnson. La Favelte inunediatelv ex- 
pressed lIuMvish to pay his respects to her: whereupon the cor- 
tege halteil at Mi. Jidnison's. a collatitm was si»rvrd. a W'w dislin- 
tcuished citizens assend)led and the Manpiis exchanjred |drasiMit 
Ki'eetings with his hostess ami her jiuesls. 

Our residence was next loMr. Jiduison's. the jfrminds adjoininu^ 
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My fa(iu*r wlm was llieu an invaliil and unable to he present at 
tliis receiilion. was UM hy the ot'iioor ol* llie day that llie Gene- 
ral and sniti' would pay him a visit if he so desired. This excep- 
tional courtesy enaljled my parents and a considerahle number oi' 
the elite of the city who had been invited, to enjoy the honor of 
an intri'duction. 

1 can well remend>er my mother's tasteful decoralimi of the 
drawinjr rooms with {lowers, the display of old fashioneil silver tm 
the siileboanl. and the table with choice wine and refreshmeidsJ. 
and perfeitlx recall the jiersonal appearance of the distin«i;uished 
guest, the cynosure of all eyes, his j^racious and courtly manners, 
us with hat in Inunl. he walkeil quietly up tlie broad steps of \\\e 
piaz/.a and with much ease, and apparent pleasure, acknowledged 
the various introductions. 

Upon the conclusion of this ceremony. I was led by my father 
to the tieneral. who laid his hand •xentiv on n)v head and said 
• God bless von. mv dear! * 

(leor^e Washinjrton la Fayette, the stepson of the Alarquis. ac- 
companied him on this occasion, as one of his suite, and in 1800, 
after «- Times busy finger had written age upon my brow- whilst 
in Paris, and I had become a grandmother. I had the pleasure of 
meeting his son. Count Kdward la Favett(» who was a lawver and 
a line looking man of about to years of age. who spoke english 
with ease. Whilst dining with him one dav I mentioned, that when a 
child. I had been presented to his grandfather when he last visi- 
ted our country ! With the accustomed suavity and politeness for 
which his nation is so celebrated, he complimented me upon my 
youtiiful appearance, adding, that ^ if it were not rude in him. he 
should doubt whether I. at that time, were in existence ! • 

This scion of a noble house wasa Hepublicanin his sentiments; 

hostile to Louis Xai)oleon and his regime, and very partial to Ame- 

rican.s, amongst whom he had a large accpiaintance, having twice 

.visited our country. This interview was a few months prior to the 

late ivar betweeji France and Pj*ussia. 

Whilst writing the above, the news has reached us bv telegram. 
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of lilt* (K'tilh at Cliizzlcliursl. Jan. IK KS73. of Li)iiis Na|)<»l('uii. laic 
Kinperor orFniiuo. in the (iTlli year of his iv^o ! 

Al the lasr Proseiitalioii Hall ;riv(Mi l)y llio Knipcror at the Tui- 
IcritN, i!]y hiishaiul and ilanjililer were presented. Four months 
after, war was declared J)et\veeii Kranee and Prussia and several 
junnths later, the Knipemr. Knipi*ess and IM'inee Ini[>erial. were 
refnijfees in Kn^Mand ! 

From the vear J80S until his death in 18:25. mv father held 
the position id* Clerk nf the Su|)j*eme Court of the Western Dis- 
Irirt of New-York, and not altoircdher from n(H*essilv. hut from the 
love of it. entei'lained more generally than othei's. Xo stranger 
of distinition passed throuiih [\\v town without dininjr or parta- 
kinir of fruit and wine at the house, whirh was one of the liiiesl 
in the phue at that period, lie was \ery hospilahle. (piite an 
epicure, and uoIimI for his jiood dinners ami always very cIkmcc 
wines. 

When the Court was in session, the .Indoles and lawvers were 
frequently entertained. Allhoujrh scarcely in my teens. I remend)i'r 
seeii)}rJudgesSavap:e:Woodworth: Van Ness: Sutherland and IMalt: 
the latter was a connexion of the familv ami resid(»d for a time in 
riica. Anmn^ many others whom I [mrlicularly nMuemhcr as con- 
stant ^iUi'sls. were Jml;:L» Southard, i lornM*rly Secretary id' tin* 
Xavv) JolmlIrei*J. of Canandaijrua: (lov. De Witt Clinton: Connno- 
dore Melancthon Woolsey (a near rehitioiO ami several oflicers 
of the L'. S. Xavv. that branch of the service havinjr alwavs been 
lariiely represented in our family. I have an indi.stinct recoller- 
tion of peeping through the crack of the door, to catch a glim- 
pse of Connnodore Chauncey. whilst he wasdinin^ with my father, 
and cau recall visits paid by Commodon*s Ko^rers and Mr. Dn- 
nongli. the hero id' the battle td' Lake Champlain: Chancellor 
Kent: Major Cochram' and his brother Walter: Col. Malcolm, and 
seeinjf the jcreat Americau novelist. J. Fenimore <looper and Col. 
Combe. Col. Malcolm had Si^'ii .service in the FievoUilion. was 
a lawyer by profession and rais(*d ami conmumded a KevrinuMit of 
artillery in the Stat«» of Xew-Yt»rk. in which the ctdebraleil Aanm 
iJurr was a Field oflicer. 
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Till' liislorv <tf ('ill. CuiiiIk' iviuls like a romaiuu*. He served un- 
derllio lirsl XapoliMin. whom he worshipped, and was with liiin 
at Klha. Alter Ihe fall ol' Ihal Kinperor. he came lo Ihis romilry, 
huilt a house in Tlica ami lived quiclly ami eeononiirally. During 
Ihe French Revokilion which phieed Louis IMulippeon thethi'one, 
tlie Cohaiel hnmedialely saihslfur Kurope and resumed liis posi- 
tion in the armv. 

While storming the city ol* Conslanline, (lot. Conihe was killed 
at the head ol' his re^nmeiil. When visiting the gallery at Ver- 
sailles in IS70. \\v saw among the famous haltle pieces painted so 
cleverly hy Horace Vernet, one representing the « Storming of 
Conslanline - ami recognized the (lohmel. on horsehack, leading 
his men, hravely ami gallantly into action. His likene.-^s is admi- 
rable. The venerable and greatly respected Patroon of Albany, 
Stephen Van IJensselaer. was an occasional guest, and my sister 
had the [ileasure of visiting Mv:>. Van llensselaer at her home in 
Albanv. 

Fifty years ago. the facilities for travelling were far dilTerent 
Troni what they arc in these nmdern times. Stages, post coaches, 
or private conveyances were used: no railroads, no steamers and 
the great Krie Canal only in contemplation! The celebration of 
Ihe completion of this work niade a great imjiression ui>on me as 
it occurred the veacof mv lather's death, 18:25. To Governor Clin- 
Ion's elTorts the country is indebted for pushing forward that im- 
portant enterprise. The Governor was a personal friend of my 
father, and I have heard my parents laugh heartily over a trip 
made with him in a sloop down the Mohawk to Albany. The water 
in many places was shallow and the boat would continually stick 
in the mud. so that the passengers as well as sailoi's were obliged 
to assist in getting her afloat ! 

Hotels were few. far between, and indilTerently kept, so that 
gentlemen obliged to travel, gladly availed themselves of the hos- 
^ pitality and good cheer i)rolTered them by private individuals. 

My mother was an accomj)lished housekeeper, presiding with 
grace ami dignity at her table, or in the drawing room. 
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III inatlrrs of task' she was anilioritv in all cases. }\\ falhcr 
iis(m1 to pk*a»l as an rxciiso lor such constant tMilcrlaininjr. his 
• havin;; a line Injuse. a «rracernl ami i-apahle wile, a well-stockoil 
larder anil always the choicest wines. » 

When lil'leen years ol'age, I passed ten inonlhs with my mother's 
sister, }\v:>. Stout, a widow residin^r in Chambers streel. New 
York, which at that |)eriod ( IS^H) was thought one of the most 
pleasani localities in a city conlainin;; so many ajxreeahle families. 
Our neighbours were Dr. Ifosack: Mr. IJoorman: the Reusons: 
Thomas's: Dr. Walts: Dr. Stevens: the Smedburji:s: Hareltus: 
Pvnes: (len. Lewis ami other well known families. At that time. 
Houston Street was considered nearly out of town and Mrs. Peter 

G. Stuvvesant's residence. St. Mark's Place, was bevoud the city

limits and iiuite in the country! f remember that when niv cousin. 
Ik • 

Aquila Stout, built a house in 9lh. street, about the year 18SS, it 
was a cause of surprise lo his friends that he should reside at 
*such a distance from the business part of the city! 

While visiting my aunt in Xcw York, in 18^G--27. I met for 
the lirst time mv cousin Samuel Finley Breese Morse, then an 
artist ami a widower, and subsequently the inventor of the Elec- 
tric Telegraph, who was my constant com[ianion to places of 
amusement, lectures, [liclure galleries and concerts. 1 remem- 
ber going with him to hear (larcia (afterwards the celebrateil 
Madame Malibran) sing in an oratorio at the church and beuijic 
perfectly charmed with her voice and general appearance. Though 
surrounded that winter by theatre going people, my aunt being a 
gay woman. I was never over persuaded to attend, as before lea- 
ving home I had united with the church and felt that public balls 
and tlie theatre, were amusements entirely inconsistent with my 
profession. It cost me much .self-denial, but I have never regretted 
my decision in not yielding to the importunities of my friends. 

At that time mv cousin Finlev was recovering from a terrible 
blow his heart had sustained, in the sudden death of his lovely 
young w ife. It was in 1825, while he was painting in Washington, 
for the corporation of New York, the full length portrait of Tiene- 
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rill la Kavrlh*. Hhmi in mir couiilrv. that the news was eonvovcil 
• • • 

to him orihis horea\ tMnont. 

As soon as possihio. he hnrricil to New Haven. (AUin. where 
she had dieil ujuler his mother's root*, but alas! arrived aj'ler the 
iuirial! L'pon kMrninji- nt* the sad event f.:i I'ayette wi*ole luni a 
must temler and sym|)athisin|i note, which t inleared him to the 
alllirted artist so strongly, that their rorrespunilenre and friend 
ship ei^ased only with the death uj* the illnstri«ins Frenchman. 
When in Knrope, Prul". Morse was <»t'len liis finest and knew the 
several memhers ol' his Tamilv. 

At the ur^a^nt solicitations ol* my consin. I was permitted to 
accompany him to New Haven, to visit his mother and children, 
and there I had the jdeasnre ol' nieetinjj: the lat(^ Pi'ot'essor Silli- 
man. wim was a contiMn|)orary and intimate IViend. We returned 
to Xew York and. later in tln^ season. VvoW Morse (*scorted u consin 
and myself li» Ttica and whilst tlien*. painted my portrait, cabi- 
net size, which is still in my jiossession. In several of the neigh- 
bourin;: towns, he also painted portraits of pnnninent people. 

One evenin-* he was jocosely s|)eakin«; of his versatility of ta- 
lent, thinkinii" that I did imt fnlly appreciate it ami said. " (lonsin. 
I am ascidptor. as well as |)ainler. sruntdhing of a nmsician. antl 
can write poetry! " Xot bein,i; aware that he i)Ossessed this last 
accomplishment. I contradicted an<l even doubted, his ability 
to vvj-ile. except in jn'ose. Somewhat chaj^rined at my incre- 
dulity, he said. » Give me a subject and tomorrow I will brini^ 
you the lines. ^Xow it so happt^ned, that the nij,dit previous 1 liad 
been serenaded, and unrorlniuitely, had sle|)t throuixh it. and 
never having sec^n verses on that subject, f j'eplied, « take the 
Serejiade! - 

In due time he bronjxhl the following lines, wrillen in his beau- 
liful clear stvle.

These lilies weiv imicli adinireiL iiiul willi other lrea.siires ofu 
like cliai'ueler, were cai-ei'ully preserveil aiul read to the favored 
few. In Mic antiiinn. on his arrival in Xew-Vork. 1^-of. Morse met 
one (lav. his old fiieiuls (iiilian {]. Ver Planck and Mr. Sand.^. 
both literarv men and allmembers af the .same (llnh. Thev were 
then actively eniraired in jrellinir up an « Annual, » which at that 
period, was a novel enterprise. These jjentlemen solicited of him 
a contribution to their work, whereupon he drew from his pocket 
a copy of the fore^foing « Sereiuide. - .sayinj^, « if this suits. 
you are welcome. ■ The two gentlemen were much pleased with 
the lines and a few days later requested the Professor to add 
aa appropriate illustration, which conid he engraven for 
the « Annual. • In accordance therewith, Mr. Morse painted in 
nil, a lovely mooidijxiil scene, su-r'-rt'stive of the suhjecl, which 
in ISiW, was duly inserted in th(» hook called the « Talisnum. -> As 
soon as published, a copy was presented me, which is still in my 
posse.ssion, arul on the occasion of my nnirriaj^e, my lousiii had 
the picture framed, ami sent me as a bridal gilt. When in New- 
York. 1872. I received a note from mv venerable and then cele- 
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liralod ooiisiii. in Iiis 8()tli. vcar. llioIiiUKhvriliii'i as in voiilii.i-lcai* 
find bold, iii^kiiiu lui^ for ji copy of (he « ScMXMiado. » which he 
had mishiid. This note, with a kn-k of his siiowv whitehair. [still 
roluiu as valuable ineuieiitos of the past. 

The year followiiiji:. in the pn^secutioii of his profession. Prof. 
Morse saileil for Europe, taking with him orders from liis friends 
to copy pictures of the old masters. AVe corresponded reguhirly 
both before and afler jny marriage. Sonietinu^s his letters were 
in rhynu^ and very amusing and I remend)er one in [)articular 
which was unusually droll, upon inviting me to a lerture to be 
given by Mr. Dana, upon electro magnetism ! 

During one of his voyages across the Atlantic at a latiT period, 
the application of electricity to lelegraidiic connuunication. sug- 
gested itself to him and fur many years this subject absorbed his 
time and thoughts. One obstacle after am)ther was overcome by 
his resolute, hopeful and patient nature : id)slacles which to most 
men even in the pursuit of science, would have been deemed in- 
surmountable. IJut with untiring, unthigging industry, intense 
application, rigid self-denial and fervent i)rayer. he pursued his 
investigations. luA unfrecpienlly subjected to ridicule and the 
suspicion of l)eing somewhat demented. 

Wliile in Paris. Prof. Morse made the acquaintance of Daguerre. 
a member of the lloval Academv of Science, whose discoveries 
in pliotography were then the theme of conversation. The system 
was explained to him by the great scientist, and with the infor- 
mation requisite regarding the use of chemicals, he returned 
lo Xew-York and shortlv thereafter wrote to mv sister and mvself 
to come to the citv. and he would guarantee, bv the aid of tin* 
sun. toprodiu't' our likenesses \\\ Jin tnhnffcs, - whivh lo lis see- 
med incredible ! These were then called Daiiuerreotvpes or sun 
pictures. 

In th(» autumn of ISH. we wen! in Xew-York. and lo gratify 
our scientilic cousin, spent nearly a day on th(u*oof uf the I'niver- 
sily building, which he had s()ecially lilted up for his purposes, as 
the liuhl was not iibslruclcd bvlhcslreel or Ihesurroumling buil- 
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din^s. Ill llie early .stages of Ihis art. Iliis uioile o( lakiiij: like- 
ne^^^e^ was deeineJ essenlial. ami llie li«ihl was iateiisilieil liv the 
aid of mirrors, fastened on the voo(. wln'rh reHeetod the sun. 

We remained seated here. ex[)Oseil to the noonilay sun lor 
hours, our romplexions beeominii artually tanned and tiic tears 
often streaming down our rlieeks. and we were taken literally. 
« with a drop in the eye ! » It was a fearful ordeal not soon 
to be forj^otleu. After repeated failures. Pi'of. Morse succeeded 
in producing tolerable pictures, one of which is still in my pos- 
session. 

The uext sunuiier he brougld the apparatus to Utica and du- 
ring his visit to us often amused himself by taking our likenesses 
in the open air. but the foliage and wind, however slight, were 
alwavs obstacles to success. As nearlv as Icanrememl)er. it nuist 
have been about tliis time, while visiting us, Prof. Morse would 
sit hour after hour, talking of and'endeavouring to explain to 
me, his invention, not yet completed bid in progress. In the mean 
time he was practicing vigorous economy, in order that his in- 
come should be devoted to his work, ilv memorv recalls him visi- 
biy. with his expressive hazel eyes, his thin, thoughtful face: the 
silver threads beginning to streak his once raven black hair: 
the lines and furrows in his cheek giving him a prematurely 
old look, and in his earnest, deliberate nu)dc of convei'sing. 
recounting the beneiits which the iror/d would derive, should 
his life be spared to complete successfully his great inven- 
tion ! Upon one ocrasion, I interrui)ted him, more in jest than 
in earnest, saying- * now cousin Finley, stop a nu>nuMit, and 
listen to me. Too murh learning has nuule you nuul ! I du 
not compndieml you. nor dues the world in ironertd. Vtiur 
scheme, or invention as you call it. is entirely Utopian and you 
will never live to see it realized, nor shall I. Prav do lujt bother 
yourbrain, injure your health, ami empty your purse on this pro- 
ject any more. Ilenounre it all. now and IWrever. and rcsunu* Ihr 
palette ami the brush ». 

With his usual amiabilitv and jorbearancc he wa^ not alTron- 
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ted Jit my remarks, IjuI smilinii- sadly said, in liLs slow maimer. 

' Cousin, 1 never expect to live to realise any l)enelU l'n)m my 

invention, and may not live to witness itsrom|)letion, but dejiend 

upon it. vou will, and vonr children and the world will associate 
I ' . • 

mv name with those of Franklin anil l-'nlton. as amonir the 'n'eat 
benefactors of the a^e ! That is my hoi)e ami that Avill he my Ho- 
ward ! -» The result amply <lemonstrates that VvoW Morse was coi-- 
recl in disrei^^ardinjj!: the advice and ridicule of those who emlea- 
voured to dissuade him from prosecuting his experiments, for soon 
after this, an appropriation of thirty thousand dollars nuulr hy 
Congress, enalded him to continue with vigor and renewed ]\0[h\ 
his darlijig lu'ojecl, and unlike the lienerality of inventors, he lived 
to realize both fame ami fortune. 

Very soon aHer the practical working of the telegraph was cs- 
lahlished. 1 received a letter, so interestinLi from its historv of the 
lirsl telegraphic message transmitted hy hiu), as to make it well 
worthy of prcservatitin.

1 have a grreat deal to say to you. a ij:real deal to encourage that lailli in 
God which we profess, but which alas! is so feeble. In relaliou to my own 
aflairs I am coujtautly led to exclaim, * What has God wrouixht ! » You are 
not aware, perhaps, tlia! this was the lirst sentence transmitted by tele- 
j?raph from Washington to Baltimore, and indited by my young friend, Miss 
Annie Ellsworth, the dauj;hter of the Commissioner of Patents. She took llie 
pains to come to me early on the morning after my appropriation had passed 
both houses, to be the llrst to inform me of the ;rood news. 

I then promised her she should indite the first sentence. This was the 
first transmitted, and she indited it. and let mc assure vou. mv dear cousin, 
it has a meaning which few eon understand in its whole extent. 

If I have the pleasure of seeint: you again, I can tell you nuich in refe- 
rence to trials of various kinds through which it pleased tt««d t*» lead me, 
before He granted the siy:nal success which f<»llowcd. 

The information in your letter, dear cousin, has been highly gratifying, 
and i>s tone and feeling arc in perfect accordance with my «)wn. 

Oh I that all whom wo love could be brought to soe how uusatisfact«u*y 
arc all mere earthlv jovs: that Ihosc derive theironlv value, as Ihev are the 
gift of God in Christ, and accompanied by His blessing, :io that we are sec- 
ured from the templaliou.s whiili always accompany them, and which 
would •MM'tainly ovrrcome us but for tin* sbi'^bl whi»'h the Holy Spirit in- 
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terpo>e.s lirhveeii us ami llieiii. I lliaiik yon, dear Cousin, for your kind gra- 
tulatlons. I an> interrupted ami ohli^red to close, but with kind remem- 
brances to all, I am, as ever.

To Mrs. Sarah Ann Walker. 

Prof. Mor.so (lied in 1872, full of years and honors, with an 
ample fmlune and beloved by all who knew liini. Ilis repnlation 
is world wide, and llie honors paid to his memory were profuse 
Ihroujrlionl Ihe rivili/.ed world. His character was remarkably 
symmetrical; his lemj)er calm and equable, his faith and trust 
strong thronghonl his life, and he was always the courteous, 
christian ixentleman. 

Dnrijij^ my visit lo New Haven, in 1827, I' made the ac([iuiin- 
tance of Nathaniel P. Willis, then aboiil ^radualinij:, whose j)oe- 
lical eflnsions were beiii^ read and discnssed. He was a good deal 
of a fo|). prided himself np«»n his taste in dress, and ronsidered 
himself « the glass uf fashion and nuinid of form. » He was tall, 
with li'jht brown, curlv hair, a bloml. rosv rheeks. nose retrousse 
and snnill blue eyes. He pos.sess(Ml jrreat How of language, free 
and easv manners ami was verv llatteriiig in his conversation 
with ladies, noneof wimm, he thought, could resist his powers of 
fasciiuition. 

Mr. Willis visited Ulica during the aulunm of this year and 
was frecjuently our guest. With a party of ladies and gentlenuMi, 
we chartered a postchaise and IV>ur, and drove to Trenton Falls, 
then, as now, a favorite resort for the lovers of |)icfures(iue sce- 
nery. Heturning the evening of the same day. we [passed a car- 
riage going to the Falls, containing a party of nine joyOMs, ha|)py 
people, the Snyilams of New- York. Imagine our sorrow ami con.s- 
termition the next dav. on learning that iliss Suvdam had been 
accidentallv drowned, whilst climbing over the rorks ! 

For a long tinu' this sad event cast a gloom over the place. l*a- 
rents became fearful t)f exposing the lives of theii- children, and 
for a while, loin'isis deserted llu' romantic sped. .\ momunent l(» 
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the iiiciuorv of Miss Suvdnm lias bcoii onnMod l)v her fauiilv. in 
Forest Hill CcMiiotcrv in Utica.

Mr. Willis stMit inr a copy ofiiis first volinnc «•!' poems, as soon 
as Ihcy were piihlislied. wliicli is si ill in my possession. 

In IStO. we became acqnainted with Willis Hall, then Attorney 
General of the State of New-York, a prominent lawyer and poli- 
tician and bnt for a sndden stroke of paralysis, the nmst promi- 
sing candidate for Governor. Mr. Hall was elo([nenl as a speaker, 
charmin"? in conversation and recited from the dilTerent anthors 
with excellent appreciation. He became a great admirer of my 
sister and was a freqnent visitor at onr honse. 

This same vcar mv sister. Fannie Breese. who was distingnish- 
ed for her personal beauty ami grace of manner, was with ns 
at Stiratoga. where we met Mr. Hall : Jndge William Kent ; Mark 
Sibley: Samnel U. Ilnggles. Daniel Webster, then in his prime, 
and General Scott, in all his glory : with each and all of whom 
we became verv intimate. Mv sister was nnnsnallv (all and as 
General Scott was remarkable for his height, he invariably selec- 
ted her for an evening's promenade in the drawifig room, attrac- 
ting universal attention ! 

We also met General James Tallmadgf*. who IuvimI to talk of his 
handsome and accomplished danghter. who became the wife uf 
Philip Van Rensselaer and wlnnn I met at a later periH)d. (ISG7) at 
my daughter's (Mrs. Dexter's) residence in San Francisco, and 
fonued a friend.ship with her which continued unbroken to the 
day of her death. 

During the lime my husbaml held the position of Mayor of 
L'tica. a letter was rcMTived fnun mv brotliiT. the late Rear Ail- 
miral Rreesi*. tli(*n in command nf the <M)spi>K Xftvy Yard. 
Norfolk : introducing the Knglish Novelist. G. P. 11. Jamu'S 
and his wife. We entertainrd them at breakfast, inviting a few 
friends to meet IImmu. 

Mr. James was shnrt. thick set, with a lu»avv grav moustache, 
ami very Knglisli in his nuuim*rs, lnue of voice and accent. She 
was i*.\ce(*dingly plain in dress and appcaranci^ and in no way al^ 






trarliv (\ Tlu» hicakfasl passed olV vory pleasaiilly and upon adjour- 
iiiii«x to llic drawiiij* room, ho oxainiiied and discussed our pir- 
lures. which he i)n»nounce<l " very (lever «. 

Mv ihui;:hlsr Annie was then inlier leens.She was an unusuallv 
h)vely <rirl. with dini[des and hixuriant hrown rin^k'ls and, naln- 
rally. arrested his allenlion. He seenieil ninrh sirnrk with her ap- 
pearance, jiret.'led her as « lMiphn)syne *>. and pUiyinjr wllli her 
curls, said. « .Mv dear, alwavs wear vour hair Ihus. it hecoines 
vour stvl(\ * 

About this lime. MiHard Fillnn>r(\ then President of the Unileil 
States, returning from a visit to Niagara, [lassed the evening at 
our house, with Jolin .1. ('rittenden : (lov. Craham. then Secrelarv 
of the Xavv. and sonu' other memhers of the Cabinet. 

The same vear. Mrs. Fannv Kemhie delivered a course of 
Shaksperian readings in our cily. and Mr. Walker felt it his duty 
to call u[)Ou her. taking wilh him my daughter Annie Jind my- 
self. The visil seeme<l to gratify her. asshe wasan entire slraniicr 
in the |)Iace. ami was travelling alone wilh her nuiid. She tMilered 
into a livelv conversation with mv husband ui^on art. and disco- 
veringhis familiarity wilh. and appreciation of. the subjecl. she 
ordered her maid t(» drag from lhede|iths of her deep truidx. s»uiu' 
rare miniatures of the Kendile familv. « her househohl goils - as 
the termed them, to show him. 

IJefore leaving L'lica. she returned our visit, and seemed sur- 
[)rised to see on our walls, such excellent co|)ies of the old mas- 
ters, executed bv M. E. 1). Brown. She said. « she was amazed to 
lind in an inland town, so far from the inetro|)olis. such good ])ic- 
tures. indicalions uf lasle and cultivation on the part <d'the peoide: 
that nothing of the kiml would be nu't with in Kngland in provin- 
cial towns, onlv in London, and that she wmild wrile her cnrres- 
pondent Lundey all about it : also that " in Anu'cica. wood is so 
abundanl. that they board or door their public I'oads with it 
'This was in allusion to Ihe plank walks ami j-oads which were 
then coming into popular use and favor. 

TIm' appearaui-e (d .Mrs. Kendde was md prepossessing: inclined 






lo (Miihon|n»int. willi ii I'mirse roinploxion; IV:?liires uul haiiilsnmr 
ami a vi*ry low foivlirail : ImiI Ikm^ (»yos wore oxprossivo. lun* voice 
ili»\il>U\ Ikm" rouiileiiam-e imlicated jn'oat streiijilli oj* miiid ami 
vijror of iiilelleri, ami sIio excelleil iu conversation. 

Her readin*; ^ave innnen.se satisfaction lo a most apiJreciative 
amlience. At times, while readinii". lier muscles ami veins hecame 
distemleJ like those of an athlete! Xo one. by the dilation of the 
nose alone, conld heller express scorn and contempt : slie was 
certainly a powerful wmnan. [diysically as well as mentally. 

Dnring the administration of Horatio Seynnuir, as (lovernor i»f 
New-York, J met Ladv Mnrrav. one of the maids of honor of 
Qneen Victoria. She Mas a Scotch woman. wh(» had l)een pennit- 
ted by her majesty to travel, and who. on Iwv return, published 
a sketch of her tour. She had made the Governt^r's acquaintanci* 
at his oflicial I'esidence in Albany and with him walked and rough- 
ed it, camping out etc.. in the western interior of our State. She 
was an indefatigable pedestrian, sight seer and interrogatur : 
gleaning all manner ofi!;f»)rmationfrom every one she met. which 
raw material, not ahvavs authentic, was revised and corrected, 
somelimes embellished, to ajipear hereafter in her book. 

For a person oversixtv vears of ai;e. Ladv .\lurrav was in W(m- 
derful preservation : her hair and le(»th were excellent, complex- 
ion fresh, and i)0wers ofemhu'ance surprising. She could walk Inr 
hours over rougb country roads, otteu fatiguing the gentlemen 
who escorted her! 

I should call Lady Murray a strong minded, out spoken persini. 
witli but little suavit?r in modo, either in voice ormaniu'r. 

She was a good botanist, but conceited as to her kn<iwledgr nf 
art, iu which she olleii betrayed ignoraiice. 

We were invited loa reception at the (lOvernor's with several 
others, to meet h(»r. 

From his earlv vouth. mv husbaud was a warm partisan and 
admirer of llenrv (llav. the eminiMit statesman, ami shortiv laMort* 
the close of his valuables lifp, un r(*lurning lo his home in Ken- 
liickv. \\r remained n\ rr a ilav and niuhl in I'lica In rest, as well 
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as to visit Some \t\'\]u* nianuractories in the nri'ihbimrhnnd. 
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We liail lli(» pleasure of enlertainiii;j: him at luvaklasf. invi- 
ting tJovenior Seymour anil several oilier (lislin»;iiislieil t-iti/ens 
to meet liim. 

Alhoiijih quite an elaborate repast was i)repareil. Mr. (Hay. 
being much out of liealtli. >va.s obli^-eil to be partieularly- abste- 
mious, and as he glanced at the ilelicacies before him. regretted his 
inability to ilo them justice*. Mr. (clay's nniniiers were |)arlicu- 
larly affable to ladies very jrracious and complimmtary. and 
though homely in feature, when his countemmce liirhted up, as it 
always did in conversation, his plain hxd^s were at «)nce forgotten. 
11 was onlv a vear or so after this that the great slatesnum died, 
mourned by an entire nalion. 

In the summer of isrit). mv husbaml invited the two voung 
Sandwich Islands Princes who. with the Prime Minister. .Mr. Juild. 
were in our city en route to Niagai*a. to pass the (^veiling of July 
4th. at our house. Thev had recenllv n^furned from Kuroi)e. wluM'e 
they had been presejiled at the dillVrent (lourls. 

We found them intelligent and gentlemanly in their nuinners: 
conversing with fluency in English. They were tall, well formed 
and well dressed in full suits of black cloth : and with their 
straight, dark hair and complexion. resend)le<l somewhat the 
North American Indians. The elder brother was heir presumptive, 
and soon after his return, on the death of his L'ncle, then king, he 
ascended the throne. After his death, the brother became king. 
They are both deceased. Upon bidding them adieu at our house, 
they said. • we shall be most happy to welcome you to the Sand- 
wich Islands *. We smiled and said there was no prospect of our 
ever taking such n triji. little thinking that only a few years then* 
after, whilst visiting my daughter in San I'rancisco, wo were fre- 
(puMitly invited and seriously contemplated, undertaking it. 

On the opening of the Rock Island Railroad, the Directors 
issued cards of invitation, through .Messrs Shelllidd and Farnam. 
'ofXew-lIaven. the principal owners of the mad. to about a thou- 
sand guests, forming a inamnndh excursicm never before known. 

Anmn!/ thr cnmiianv wen* Indies, as well as LnMillrnuMi, the

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latter cuniprisiiig alinost all |)rolVs.sions: aulliors : arlisls : slatesi- 
ineiis; journalists: reporters, and army ami navy ofllcers. W(» 
were amon^ the invited and oui' two daughters had cards ^^iven 
Ihem. The starting' point was from Chica;^^). anti after |)assin«; over 
the r«)ad to Kock Island, the jxnests were aeconunodatetl in six 
steamhoals ami soon steamed for the upper Mississippi. \V(» hap- 
pened to he assiji'iied to the steamer on whirii was the authoress. 
Mrs. Catharine SediAwick. then well advanced in vears, and her 
niece. Miss Kat«» Sedgwick. Occasional discondorls and confusion 
would arise, in providing' seats at the tahle or berths at uiLyht. for 
such a crowd, all ot which was sustained with jj;j*eat e(|uanimity 
by iliss Sedjrwick. to whom the scenerv was new. and who was 
charmed with its novellv as well as beaulv. 

Mrs. Sedwick was short, not handsome : but her voice and 
manners were sinixularlv uenlle and La*nial. She loved vonii^^ i)eo- 
pie. and never seemed to weary of talking with them or lislenint: 
lo their joyous remarks. 

Amoii}}: other places, we visited the Falls <»f St. Anthony ami 
« Minnehaha - which we thoujiht appropriately nanu'd. 

The SedjJTwicks took a «j:reat lancy to my dau«rhter Annie, who 
AN as much with them. One dav she was runnimr bv their state 
room, Hushed with health and buoyancy of spirits, her dim[)les 
and ringlets adding to her beauty, when the <lear old holy can^iht 
her in her arms, and layinji" her hand upon her wavy hair, said 
alTectionatelv * Mav Cod keep vou. mv child, ever as artless and 
innocent as you appear now to be ! ^ 

The niece. Kate Sedgwick, married Mr. Joseph Valerio. an Ita- 
lian, and resid(»d in (Jenoa, and she and my daughter long retai- 
ned their friemlship and correspondence. 

Among the other i^vcursionists assigned to iMir steamer, were 
Henry T. Tuckerman, the author: and Charles and .lohn Ward, of 
Xew-York. Through a mutual friemi we becann* acipiainled. and 
thefriendship which followed, was cenuMited by their visiting us at 
Utica. On his return from the lakes, Mr. Tuckerman. pa.vsetl two 
or three days with us, and inu'responded uilh my husband until 
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hisiioalli. Nvliiili o«riirrtMl in New -York. aTU'r a hriol* illness, at the 
rosidt'iue ol' liirj cuiiiiiiL Mr. 1-urius Tiickonnan. iluriii^ \\\v 
winter ul' IS7I. lie was verv ,uenerallv ninurntMJ and hnnenteil l»v 
his lar^re cinli* o\' relatives and IViends. 

The early hislriry and career of llie seulplor, E. I). Palmer, 
who was then at the head ol* his iirolession in our country, inte- 
rested Mr. Tnckcrnian. ami as Mr. Walker happened to he the 
iirst who discovered hisjicnins. he proposed iuvilinjr Mr. Palmer 
to meet the author at our house, in oi'der to alYord him Iheoppur- 
lunily of making' the aciiuainlance of the sculptor. These three 
gentlemen were coniienial in their tastes, and art was the princi- 
pal theme of conversation, each impartin;"* and I'eceiviuji inlonmi- 
tion from the othei's. whilst anecdotes, stories and repartee he- 
guiled the hours. Wlien in heallh andspij-its. for he was often an 
invalid. Mr. Tuckerman's fuml of anecdoles seemed inexhaustihle. 
Mr. Palmer was also clever in that way. and had a keen ]»ercep- 
tion and enjoynu'nt of all that was ilroll. and 1 nevei* remomher 
to Juive heard such a stream of wit and humor and never to have 
lauiiihed so heartilv: and numv vears after, in talkini; over that 
visit. AVI' all aj^reed that never hefore had we ever enjoyed such 
a |>leasant time! 

All invitation was then received from Prof. Morse for thejreiUle- 
men ami myself to adjourn to his home on the Hudson, where 
he had invited Win. Cullen l>ryanl. the poet : Weir, the ar- 
tist; and some one else to meet us. The IM'ofessor wrote that « there 
would not nnlv he * a feast of reasim and a llow of so4il. • hut he 

« 

uouhl jjuarantec there should l)e one of ice cream and strawher- 
ries ! » This was the season of that delicious fruit and his gar- 
den yielded them of enormous size. The jz^'ntlemeu s|)ont two 
davs there verv pleasanllv. 

Our aciiuaintance with E. 1). Palnu»r commenced in 18't0, ami 
throuj^'li a quarter of a century, our friendship and corresj)on- 
dem.e has heen uninterrupted. The discovery of his jrenius was 
the result of accidejit. and tlic rapid strides imule hy him in the. 
acrpiisitinu <d* knuwlediii* pcrlaiiiinj; In art. was truly wonderful. 



Mr. Tiii'kf'nnaii iv»i'ivi*«l lV(>ni iny liusliaiul. a full arcouiil of his 
early hislory. with a I't'i'ilal of his many aspirations, fears ami 
ilisapiioinlmciits : and in lanLiiiajxt' far more ronriso and ap|)ro- 
priate than it is in my power l«) express, has introdnced a most 
trnthfnl ami iiilerestin'j: sketch of the now famons srnlptor in 
his very inten'stin«i work npon « artists •. 

Mr. Palmer's snreess was unparalleled, and in a few years, he 
acquired l>olh wraith and fame. In Ihr exemlion of hnst por- 
traiture, holh ilr. Walker and Mr. Tuekennan considered him 
unequalled! In expression, the mana^enuMit of hair, and texture 
of the skin, he is wunderfullv true to nature. Prior to his v.orkinu- 
in niarhle. he executed, with iri-c^it skill and heautv. lik(Miesses 
in shell, calletl cnnchi|;lias. One of Mr. Walker was amonji* the 
verv lirsl and I have others ofmv sister b'annv Hreese and of mv 
daughtei'. Mrs. Dexter, when twelve years of a^e. 

He also executeil a heaidiful lit*e size hnst of « Sj)rinp: «. an 
ideal likeness of mv dauiihter Annie, the oi-i-iinal uf which is in 
the possession of (lov. E. I). Morjzan. This was also hurned with 
my valual)le pictures, hut the sculptor's friendship for mo Avas 
sucli as to induce him soon after, to execute another and present 
it to me. 

Since writing the aliove. Mr. Palmer passed a year in Knro[)0 
with his family, and while there conqileted an order given him 
by our Government, for a statue in bronze of Uohert L. Livings- 
ton, the eminent stralesmari, which now stands in the Capitol at 
Washington and. in its concept ion and execution, merits the high- 
est praise. 

Mr. Palmer's: personal a[q)earartce is very striking. He isahuvc 
the usual height, lias a line heatl. agreeable features liiid a long, 
ilowing white beariL which makes him appear older than he is. 
lie is now in the full prime of life : in all respect a remarkable 
man. one of whom we are very proud and tond and whom wc 
claim as one of our most gifted correspondents. 

Among other sculptors. I have known Launt Thompson from 
the conunencement of his career. At an earlv ag(». he hecame a 
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pii|>il ol' K. D. (Kilmer, with wIkuu he lived a.s a member of his 
family, (uv leu years ! He was of humble Irish orijrin. his parents 
emiu:ratiim to America when lie was a ehihl. When in Albanv, 
in neeiK' riiTumslances, thev wei'c iliscovereil bv Di*. Ormsbv, 
who emnloved Laiinl in his olTlce as an errand bov. The voulh 
proved brijiht and failhful in his condurl. and on perceivin«r 
his lasle for pictures and copying, the benevolent Doctor, 
who had taken a great interest in bin), sent him to a draw- 
ing school in Albany, where he made remarkable progress. At 
this time. Mr. Palmer, being in want of an assistant, applied to 
the Doctor for one, who recommended his i)rotege Launt. tis the 
very one to answer his purpose. He was sent for. delighted with 
the proposal, accepted at once and always said « tbe happiesi 
day of his life was tbe one upon which he entered u|)on his new 
duties in the studio of Mr. Palmer! » 

Delighting in his work : being an enthusiastic lover of art and 
having the full benefit of the experience and genius of his teacher, 
between M'hom and himself there existed the strongest friendship, 
his progress was most rapid and he now ranks amongst the llrst 
sculi)tors of the age. 

I also met J. 0. A. Ward, so justly fanuius for his works in 
bronze, and Charles Caverly. and when in Florence in IS70, saw 
frequently the veteran American sculptor, Hiram Powers, who 
has resided in Europe over iO years. 

Whilst in Rome, the same rear, we visited the studios of Uo- 
gers: Storv Uo whom we had letters): Mosier: Rhinehart: Stone 
and Freeman, the latter being an old acquaintance, whose wife 
also modelled ju-ettily in clay, her cherul)S being lovely. 

Wc also luid letters to the Terrvs : he an artist of merit, ami 
shebeing the widow of the sculptor Crawford. They Hail line apart- 
ments in the Odescalchi palace and entertained charnungly. ad- 
ding greatly to our pleasure during our visit to Rome. 

During our visits to ^'ew-Vork, I had the pleasure of meeting 
many of the well known artists, amongst whom I recall Church 
and Mr. Fntee. both of whom we afterwards met in Home: James 
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and William Ifarl: Uiorstatit: Koiisctl: (Iiiy; llmiior Murtiii; East- 
mail anil Davul Johnson : Forjruson : IJrovoorl : Cay : Sliallurk : 
GilVord : Culonian : Tail; Hays: Weir: Uoa?*tl : J)e Haas: 
Gignoux : Kllioll : Ifuntinglon : Bakei*: Gray: Lazarus and Green. 
From many of these, ^fr. Walker [)invhaseil choice specimens of 
llieir work. 

In 18.");). Captain Mr. Kinnon of llic Uoyal Xavy. brought us i\ 
letter of introduction from mv brother. Achniral Ih'eese. Ilis 
father was a member of Parliament and his wife, a woman of 
wealth. They were nuiking an extendetl lour through our 
conulrv and were astonished at its extent of territory a*iul its 
vast resources, (n the course of conversation lie ol)served. thai 
in this country there is breathing and elbow room : in England 
there is none! » and further that '( he should purchase lands in 
the far West and there establish his sons! We had an evening 
party lor them and the Captain remarked. « I have never seen al 
one time, so many pretty women ! » 

Whilst in Paris in 1870. we enjoyed a very pleasant acquain- 
tance with the Countess von llohenthal I)olken,and her daughler 
Ida. the latter being danie criionneur to her Majesty, the Queen 
of Prussia. 

Our relations were very cordial, and tin* nmther having Ihmmi 
an accomplisbed pianist, became jiuich interested in my daugh- 
ter Marv, from having examined her choice selection of Gernum 
music, as well as ber valuable collection of photographs of all the 
distinguished composers that could be found in the cities wr 
visited. Their tastes were very congenial and they often played 
duets. Both the Countess ami her daughter expressed much rr- 
gret that our minister at Berlin. Mr. BAuoroll. should present S'» 
few of his countrywomen at court. Before their departure f^r 
Cannes, they exchanged photographs witlnny daughlerand after- 
wards corresponded. 

About this time we met at dinner Prince Polignac, wlm.-r 
fatber was Prime Minister of Trance in the reign of Charles .\. 
Ttis uudher was Knglish, which accounted for bis speaking *n\i' 



iaiiuua-i** so woll. His raniily is oiu* of the distiiiLiiiisluHl noblesse 
uf FruiUM'. \h\ is ii luu'liolur and lor Hic simple love of ailveiifniv. 
vrsiled our couutry during tln' lati^ civil war and Ibi^iilil on tlit* 
side of llie Confedrrary ! My lmsl)and look orcasion to assure him 
of his greal mislake I 

Wliile in Berlin we nn*! Mr. llanrrolL our Minister lo l*rnssia. 
and in Vienna renewed our atMiuaintance with Mv. .lohn Jay. our 
represenlalive lo the Austrian iMUjiire. who luul dined with us at 
rtira with other nuMuhers ()(* the I'nirMi League. Throu*!;!! Uen- 
erat de TiUer. Chiefol' ArlilhM'v ol' the Armv. we had the honor 
of berominir arquaiuted with ()«»unt von Ueusl. Prime Minister 
of Austria, a most arroniplished statesman and jienth'man. wlio 
paid Mr. Walker the unusual Inmor of returnin«;- his visit per- 
sonal! v. 

In Xew-Vork in IS7-2. at Mrs. Admiral Farra^^ul's. we met (laj)- 
tain LahrlMiuche. fnrmerly in tin* Kn^ilish service. 

He. had attained the '.ireal ajic of \{H\ years, and was wonder- 
fully j)reserved : his eyes were bright ; his comph»\ion fresh and 

ruddy, but his teelh were j;one ami his hearinji' imperfect. He was 

* 

very Jieal in his dress and perstnnil ap[)earance. ami his memory 
beinjr especially retentive as lo the |)ast. he was able to converse* 
upon alnhjst every subjecl. 

He dined with us and it was juijst inlerestinji: lo listen to his 
recital, with dales, of events which had transpired durinji: his loupe 
life. He rememb(jn»d dislincllv the « surrender of Burj^ovne!^/ 
While Xapoleon was impri.^^oneil in St-Helena. lie was stationed 
there and he lold us many anecdotes of the iMuperor and his 
juode of lif«'. He was alst» in llu^ Peninsular war. and was seriously 
wounded by a sabre cut jil lliesie«^e of Ha<lajoz. To \\M\ Un* (la[)- 
tain appeared no tjbler than persons of SO orso. \\v walked a short 
distance each dav. attemled Church once everv Sabbath wlnuitln^ 
weather permitted, ami for years was in the habit of eatinir a 
certain qiuinlily of 0|)ium. He outlived wife, children and re- 
latives. He died in iS7(i. in.Xew-York. and his funeral was atten- 
ded i»y a numbej* of Ihe pi-ominiMil citizens of the melrnpolis. 
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In coiicludiiiji this brief iiieniorial. it does not seem jnHp[)ro- 
priate to add two lillle pieces wriUeu hy Mrs. Walker, wliirh so 
pleased liei IVieiid. Henry T. Tnrk«M'nian. the well known anihor. 
that at his request they were published in Putnam's Ma^^azine. 
Tlu; "War in the wine cellar - was suii^Aeslcd to her whilsl walrh- 
in«r a bcov barrel beiui^ trundled about IVoni hous(» to house, 
lindinji no owner, until at last it reached her lathers wine cellar, 
causing an imaginary consternation amongst the •' choice spirits * 
louiT stored therein ! •

Vou are no belter than you should be, trying 
to impose uptm folks with your • Partf-z-vous fntnrais.' You had 
better mind your beads, and lake youi'self olT to the Jersej/fi, baj^ 
and buslatj w here you came from. » Aiul Ginjj^er Pop. 'still foa- 
ming with wrath, paused to take breath: then, in a whinin<r, can- 
ting tone, added : - If we should all live through the winter, 
which for my part I feared I could not survive, my constitution 
being always weakhj. as \ had m) stnnfjth, nor even body, until I 
was forty-eight hours old, and dreading sometimes lest I should 
burst with the frost — I say, should our lives be s])ared until 
spring, we shall see.

By this time the excitemeiit became intense, all awaiting in 
breathless expectation the arrival of Madame Rose, allowed the 
world over to be the queen of beauty. In she glided, with a train 
of seventv or more of her connections, and beautiful in all their 
ramifications.

The Messrs. Sun-flower, tall, yellow, oily-looking fellows, wim 
had a way of turnnig themselves to the light, as though to show 
their seedv faces: and gawkv, stiff Misses Hollvhock. in their 
bran-new brick-colored dresses. 

A gossiping old couple, Mesdames Rue and Wormwood, sip- 
ping their tea, descaiiting upon the follies of the age, and nuikiu'r 
wry fiices and bitter reniarks of those who were more admired 
than tliemselves, and old Witch Hazel, (luite disguised for these 
temperate days, with his bottle under his arm, labeled « Pond's 
Extract, » just so as to deceive. 

Dr. Boneset was discoursing eloquently of herbaceous and 
deciduous plants, also advising his young friends Catnip and 
Spearmint to beware of juleps of all kinds; while hypocritical 
Bittersweet listened attentively with his face wreathed in smiles, 
intending to give a stab in the dark. 

And there sat wi^e Mrs. Sage, and her niece Sweet Marjoram : 
and gray-headed Old Man was mumbling soft nothings to bold 
Mary Gold; they, with Crown Imperial, little knew the bad oilor 
they were in wilh the rest of the company.
